d. Not more than 12 feet above the floor below.

a. Are each provided with 6 air changes of exhaust ventila-
tion per hour;

b. Are provided with interconnected fire detectors in accor-
dance with NFPA 72;

(c) Openings in smoke partitions shall be protected with
doors equipped with automatic closing devices.

ILHR 51.18 with fire-resistive construction as specified in
Table 51,03-A.

2. The department will accept storage garages or repair
garages without fire department standpipes, if clearances are
provided to allow fire fighting vehicles access throughout the
storage orf repair garages.

3. Fire department standpipes as specified in this subsection
need not be provided in buildings 60 feet or less in height com-
pletely protected by an automatic fire sprinkler system.

4, Fire department standpipes shall be provided in buildings
more than 60 feet in height in accordance with s. ILHR 51.21 (3).

(3) Fire EXTINGUISHERS. Portable fire extinguishers shall be
provided and maintained as specified in s, ILHR 51.22.
